Campaign Act of 1971 (Section 304a and b) went into effect April 
7, 1972. This Act replaced Senate Rule 44 because of its strict 
requirements on reporting of campaign finances. Section 304a and 
b requires that the candidates* campaign committees file reports 
on the tenth day of March, June and September each year and on 
the fifteenth and fifth day prior to an election and on the 
thirty-first day of January following the election. This report, 
must contain a listing of any loan to or from any person in any 
amount in excess of $100.00. The report must also contain a 
listing of each contribution or receipt in excess of $100.00 
along with the identity of the contributor. I [ repeated, 

however, that the Act and its requirements took effect 4/7/72. 

A review of all available records filed with the Clerk 
of the Senate concerning campaign financing by JOHN TOWER and any 
committee working on his behalf for the years 1971 and 1972 
revealed no listed contribution or loan in the amount of 
$250,00.00 or any simila r amount. In additi on, these reports 
fail to list the name of| [anywhere as a source 

of a loan. However, a review of a "Registration Form and 
Statement of ■ Organization for Political Committees" as well as a 
"Receipts and Expenditures Report of Committees", both filed by 
"Friends of JOHN TOWER reveals that that committee had 
$252,114.64 on hand when the Public Law 92-225 took effect on 
April 7, 1972. A review of the information contained on these 
two forms (copies attached) reveals that this same amount, 
$252,114.65, was loaned on April 13, 1972 from that committee to 
"Texans for Tower", TOWER'S principle campaign committee and the \ 
parent organization of "Friends of John Tower". The source of 
these funds cannot be determined based upon a review of the forms 
filed since no prior filings were necessary because the Federal -J 
Election Campaign Act of 1971 only took eff ect April 7. 1 972. A

dates of his party and such contributions are reported by the 
Senator or candidate for Senator as provided in paragraph (bj. 

2. The Senator may use the contribution onlv to influence his nomi- 
nation for election, or his election, and shall not use, directly or 
indirectly, any part of any contribution for any other purpose, except 
as otherwise provided herein. 

3. Nothing in this rule shall preclude the use of contributions to 
defray expenses for travel to and from each Senator’s home State; for 
printing and other expenses in connection with the mailing of speeches, 
newsletters, and reports to a S'jiiators constituents ; for expenses of 
radio, television, and news media methods of reporting to a Senator’s 
constituents; for* telephone, telegraph, postage, and stationery 
e^enses in excess of allowance; and for newspaper subscriptions from 
his home State. 



































4. All gifts ill the aggregate amount or value of $50 or more received 
by a Senator from any single source during a year, except a gift from 
his spouse, child, or parent, and except a contribution under sections 1 
and 2, shall be reported under rule 44.

Rule 43 

Political Fund Activity by Officers and Employees 

1. No officer or employee whose salary is paid by the Senate may 
receive, solicit, be the custodian of, or distribute any funds in connec- 
tion with any campaign for the nomination for election, or the election 
of any individual to be a Member of the Senate or to any other Federal 
office. This prohibition does not apply to any assistant to a Senator

15th day of May in each year, the following reports of his personal 
financial interests : 

(a) a copy of the returns of taxes, declarations, statements, or 
other documents which he, or he and his spouse jointly, made for 
the preceding year in compliance with the income tax provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code : 

(b) the amount or value and source of each fee or compensation 
of $1,000 or more received by him during the preceding year from 
a client; 

(c) the name and address of each business or professional cor- 
poration, firm,^ or enterprise in which he was an officer, director, 
partner, proprietor, or employee who received compensation dur- 
ing the preceding year and the amount of such compensation ;

2. Except as otherwise provided by this section, all papers filed 
under section 1 of this rule shall be kept by the Comptroller General 
for not less than seven years, and while so kept shall remain sealed. 
Upon receipt of a resolution of the Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct, adopted by a recorded majority vote of the full com- 
mittee, requesting the transmission to the committee of any of the 
reports filed by any individual under section T of this rule, the Comp- 
troller General shall transmit to the committee the envelopes contain- 
ing such reports.

HENRY BELLMON, Governor for the State of Oklahoma, was 
reached telephonically by RONALD A. HOVERSON, Special Agent in 
Charge, FBI, Oklahoma City. Upon being advised of the identity 
of the caller. Governor BELLMON consented to being interviewed 
regarding his knowledge of JOHN TOWER, nominee for the position 
of Secretary of Defense. 

Governor BELLMON was aware that the interview was 
prompted by a front page newspaper article appearing in The Daily 
Oklahoman on February 10, 1989, entitled "BELLMON Says He Warned 
BUSH About Nominating TOWER." 

Governor BELLMON apologized for the fact that the 
article appeared in the newspaper commenting that he had no idea 
his remarks would be made public. He advised that he has had no 
contact with JOHN TOWER since he (BELLMON) left the U.S. Senate 
in January of 1981. He related that he had, in fact, contacted 
President GEORGE BUSH about the prospect of Mr. TOWER'S 
nomination to become Secretary of Defense and informed the 
President that he had found Mr. TOWER to be a very difficult 
person to deal with when they were fellow Senators. In 
particular, he pointed out to the President that he believed Mr. 
TOWER was unreasonable regarding defense contract issues in that 
he was overly supportive of the positions taken by private 
defense contractors. 

The Governor advised he had no knowledge of Mr . TOWER ' s 
personal life to provide to the FBI and nothing had come to his 
attention about his alcohol consumption habits or alleged 
"womanizing. " 

In conclusion, the Governor said he knew of no one else 
he could refer the FBI to for interview regarding either Mr. 
TOWER'S dealings with defense contractors or his personal life.

COMMANDER TO COMPLAIN. HAMILTON RECALLED THE FLIGHT COMMANDERS 
AS ED "SONNY" BLONDELL AND JAMES J. GREENHALGH. BLONDELL WAS 
HAMILTON'S IMMEDIATE SUPERVISOR. HAMILTON WAS INFORMED THE $150 
WAS TAKEN AS A CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTION. HAMILTON VAGUELY RECALLED 
A MEMORANDUM EXPLAINING THE $150 WAS A CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTION FOR 
SENATOR TO^^ER. IN RETURN, TOWER WOULD ATTEMPT, IN HIS POSITION

FROM HIS CHECK. HAMILTON INDICATED, AFTER RAISING THE ISSUE, HE 
WAS REIMBURSED THE $150. HAMILTON STATED HE WAS SURE THAT THE

While conducting interviews of professional associates 
of JOHN G. TOWER/ the interviewing agents w ere requested to come 
to Mr, TOWER'S office. Shortly thereafter, I 

Attorney to Mr, TOWER, joined this meeting,^ — TUWEK and were 

advised by the interviewing agents that the Federal Bureau of 
Investi gation Head quarters had declined the proposal previously 
made by | that agents be allowed to read the deposition 

given by Mr, TOWER during his divorce proceedings, but that they 
not be allowed to take a copy of it. The agents requested 
instead that they be given a copy of this deposition for 
inclusion in this investigation, TOWER advised that he would be 
pleased to release the entire deposition to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and would gladly have it sent to the White House in 
connection with this investigation. However, he did not wish the 
many personal and financial details contained in the deposition 
forwarded to others who might have access to this investigation 
and who may not have the same strong sense of privacy that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the White House have. The 
interviewing agents advised TOWER that any information he 
provided would be treated as confidentially as the entire 
investigation, but any information would become a part of this 
total investigation and would be furnished to anyone who had 
official access to it, TOWER advised, upon considering the 
question further, that he would release the entire deposition to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, | |TOWER's 

Attorney, wished to add that the deposition should be viewed 
carefully and the circumstances surrounding it should be 
considered when act ing upon information contained in this 
deposition, | | reminded the agents that this deposition is 

not a completed product, and contains only a portion of the 
questions asked by Mrs, TOWER's attorney. Not o nly did Mrs. 
tower's attorney not finish his questioning, but | | had no 

opportunity to further question TOWER during this deposition and 
TOWER had no chance to clarify or further explain any of these 
answers , 

In addition, | | wishes to note that this deposition 

was given .in the midst of what was becoming a bitter divorce 

dispute, I I noted that the positions taken by TOWER and his 

lawyer as well as the position taken by Mrs. TOWER and her lawyer 
were both greatly exaggerated as a strategy toward reaching a 
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be 

final agreement with each other. | {advised that it is a b? 

common practice during such proceedings for each side to demand 
or request much more than it ever expects to receive, knowing 
that a final agreement between the two parties will fall 
somewhere in the middle. 


Finally, I {stated that he again wished to be sure it 

was understood that Senator TOWER is not at all reluctant to 
release pertinent information from this deposition. Rather, his 
only concern, was that personal and financial information which 
was contained in this deposition, but which is not at all 
pertinent to the investigation, would unnecessarily be made 
public or given to people who did not need to know this 
information. 


TOWER stated that he would gladly release a copy of 
this deposition to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. His only 
request in this connection is that the above comments and 
cautions accompany this document to assist those who might read 
it and fully understand its meaning.

A. Not always. Usually it is the same room but not 
always. Sometimes it varies depending on what their 
situation is.

Q. Did you essentially complete your education 
without first going into business or was it interrupted? 

A. After I got my Bachelor's Degree, I laid out for 
almost a year and was staff announcer for two radio 
stations in 1948 and 1949. I went to SMU in 1949, took 
some graduate courses, then spent a year in law school and 
went back into the graduate school and completed my 
masters . 

Q. The year that you spent in the law school was 
which law school? 

A. The Southern Methodist University Law School. 

Q. Did there come a time when you entered what would 


be full time employment? 

A. I was employed as an insurance agent part time 
while I was a student at SMU. 

Q. What type of insurance did you sell? 

A. Fire and casualty. Not very successfully. 

Q. And after that could you give me your — 

A. Joined the faculty of Midwestern State University 
in September 1951. Took a leave of absence for the yeaifsj 
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1952 to 1953 to attend the London School of Economics. 
Returned to the faculty in 1953, and served in that faculty 
until 1960 until such time as I was nominated to the 
Senate . 

Q. What position on the faculty did you hold? 

A. Assistant professor of political science. 

Q . And — 

A. Instructor first, and then assistant professor. 

Q. And how long did you hold the position of 
assistant p'rofessor? 

A. Approximately seven years. Actually, I was a 
member of the faculty for nine years. One year of that 
nine I studied in England. The other eight years I was 
actively teaching, the first year I was instructor, when I 
returned from England I was made assistant professor. So 
from 1953 to *60 I was assistant professor. 

Q. Did you have tenure at the university? 

A. I did have. 

Q. Is it in 1960 you first entered politics? 

A. No. I ran for the state legislature in 1954. I 

lost . 

Q. When was the next time — 
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A. Now, beyond that I was an official of the party. 
For one year I was what is called precinct chairman, which 
is comparable to precinct, captain I think in most 
jurisdict4^ons . And from 1954 on or 1955 I was a member of 
the Republican State Executive Committee, which is called 
the state central committee in most states until such time 
as I was elected to the Senate in 1961. I was politically 
active throughout that period, serving as Eisenhower’s 
North Texas campaign chairman in the ‘56 general election 
and serving as North Texas campaign chairman in a special 
election for the United States Senate of ^Wya tt HuchisonT^ 
Houston attorney. 

Q. You say elected in 1961? 

A. In a special election in 1961 on the resignation 
of Lyndon Johnson to become vice president. Let me clarify 
that. I ran in 1960. Johnson was up for both reelection 

4o 

•and the Senate and was nominated vice president' so he was 
running for two offices. He won and had to resign his 
Senate sea-^ and I won the succeeding special election May 
27, 1961. Sworn in on June 15 of that year. Served in the 
Senate a total of slightly over 23 and a half years, almost 
24 years. 
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Q. What was the last date you served in the Senate 
of the United States? 

A. January 1985. 

Q. And when did your last term begin? 

A. My last term began January 3, 1979. 

Q. Could you tell me the positions which you held as 
a member of the Senate? 

A. I served on the Labor Committee and the Banking, 
Housing and Urban Affairs Committees originally. I was the 
ranking Republican on the Banking Committee from 1971 to 
1977. 

I was also a member of the Budget Committee, 
briefly a member of the Rules Committee; I was vice 
chairman of the first Select Committee on Intelligence, 
known as the Church Committee in 1975 and 1976. 

I was the ranking Republican on the Armed 
Services Committee from 1977 to 1981, ranking minority 
member. I was chairman of the Armed Services Committee 
from 1981 to 1985. The dates would be January 3 to January 
3 in each case. 

Q. How long had you actually served on the Armed 
Services Committee? 
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A. I was chairman of the Republican Policy Committee 
for 12 years, therefore a member of the leadership for 
Republicans in the Senate. 

Q. How long did you actually serve on the Armed 
Services Committee? 

A. I began service on the Armed Services Committee 
on January 3, 1965, so my total service is 20 years the 
Armed Services Committee. At this point I gave up my 
position on the Labor Committee. 

Q. And you served as chairman for four years? 

A. Yes. Served as ranking member four years and as 
chairman for four years. 

Q. Do you have a what we call either biographical 
data sheets or curriculum vitae? 

A. I have a biographical sketch we would be glad to 
provide you. I am sorry, I don’t have a copy of it with 
me . 

Q. During the period of time that you were in the 
Senate, did you keep a calendar? 

A. Yes. Calendar like this (Indicating). 

Q. Do you still keep a calendar such as that? 

A. Yes. 
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And I notice.

been produced or at least I have not found it. 

We would object to producing a 
calendar unless you can make some demonstration of

I am going to ask him about much of 
his activities in connection with his ten years of marriage 
to Mrs. Tower. I am also going to ask with respect to his 
activities concerning his present employment and where he 
has been and what has taken place. 

What is the purpose of the inquiry of 

his activities during the marriage?

Apparently 
you have taken the position there is no basis for producing 
them, so we will make it an item, I assume, in the matter 
of the subject of a motion for production of dociiments 
which have not been produced, when we seek to compel the 
production of those documents, as well as others which we 
will go through as we go along.

Q. Senator Tower, do you feel you are in a position 
to know where you were at any given time in the last two 
years without the use of your calendar? 

A. No, I don't think so. Although my calendars are 
not always accurate on that point, because occasionally 
perhaps an appearance was canceled or things were done that 
didn't show up on the calendar, done on the spur of the 
moment . 

Q. I assume certainly since 1981 you traveled 
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extensively; is that correct? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Both in the United States and abroad? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Sometimes I assvime that they may have been, trips 
may have been on government business and transportation 
provided by the government? 

A. That is true. 

Q. Sometimes it may have been provided on private 
carriers and either paid for by the government or yourself; 
is that correct? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. What would be the best record that you would have 
or might be available which would indicate when those trips 
were made and where they were taken? 

A. I could reconstruct some of it from memory, but I 
think I would have to consult calendars on that. I made 
two trips to the Middle East for example in early 1984. I 
made regular trips to Europe between 1981 and the present 
time as a matter of fact. 

Excuse me J 


again I am going to 


take the position I don't think it is appropriate for these 
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questions to be answered on grounds of relevance. I don't 
know what the relevance of the Senator's activities in the 
past two years is to the question of whether or not Mrs. 
Tower is entitled to any support in this case or any issue 
with respect to the division of property. 

A brief answer. Yesterday as an 

example there was serious question raised as to what she 
listed as her needs, and the type of life that she had led 
with the Senator and the type of things she felt she would 
like to have now that her life with him has ended. 

There was some question apparently as to whether 
her demands were excessive or not and I think that the 
excessiveness may in some part be resolved by whether or 
not there was something that her and her husband had 
participated in during their life together. 

That is just a very small issue.- But again I 
don't want to take up the time here to debate it with you. 
I have not asked him anything other than information as to 
the nature and locality of documents which may be of 
assistance to us should the court decide that it is 
appropriate for us to get into such. 

Today we have no objection to the 
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Senator giving you what information he can off the top of 
his head to the extent it is helpful in the deposition. I 
want to maintain on the record however we think that. line 
of inquiry is objectionable and to the extent we believe it 
gets out of hand we are going to h^ve to resolve it with a 
judge . 

Well, it doesn’t surprise me you 
take that position. I will just end this conversation and 
colloquy by saying if we have to come back and depose him 
again, that is what we will have to do. But I hope that we 
could get through.

A. Yes, ,in 1978 when I ran for my last term, 
particularly the last six months of the year a great deal 
of time in Texas. However, still my Senate 
responsibilities were sufficiently demanding that during my 
Senate career I spent more time in Washington than I did in 
Texas. But during that period I wouldn’t spend all of my 
Texas time in Dallas. As a matter of fact I could be 
traveling over various parts of the state. I probably 
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spent close to as much time in Houston, for example, or 
Austin or San Antonio as I did in Dallas. 

Q. But throughout this period of time you always had 
the home in Washington, D.C., 34th Street or 20 Kalorama 
Circle; is that correct? 

A. That is right. 

Q. And after you gave up the apartment in 1979, 
January 1979 at University Gardens, did you rent or 
purchase any apartment or residence in Dallas? 

A. No. 

Q. Is it fair to say — when was the next time that 
you either rented or purchased an apartment facility in

A. I think it would be fair to say that. Except 
that I did reside with a friend here in Washington in the 
period between my separation from my first wife, which was 
September 19, 1976 and my marriage to Lilia. 

Q. Yes, I am talking from the marriage on. 
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A. Yes. 

Q. Can you give me some indication of your 
lifestyle, let's say in the last five years of your 
marriage — before we get to that, I guess I should ask you 
since the last five years of your marriage to cover the 
period after service as a United States Senator what did 
you do upon leaving the Senate in terms of your business 
and professional activities?

post?

Q. And from the time you went to Geneva on March 6, 
did you take up residence in Geneva?

Q. Could you describe that for me? 


A. It was a Swiss villa — modern Swiss villa type 
house, a very commodious, comfortable house in j^^imbour^J] 
which is a suburb of Geneva. 


Q. And how long did you remain in that home? 

A. Oh, let me say initially we were placed in an

apartment on ^ust af ador^ for about three weeks. And Mrs. 
Tower discovered that this house was available and we 
subsequently acquired that as quarters. 

Q. Meaning it had been rented — 

A. No, it had been occupied by the DCM of the local 
mission. See, we have a mission in Geneva to the United 
Nations. See, all the agencies, most of the agencies in 
the United Nations are headquartered in Geneva and we 
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maintain a mission there, ambassador to the UN in Geneva as 
distinguished from our embassy to the government of 
Switzerland, which is in Bern. And the DCM of the mission 
had occupied that house. 

Q. And it was available for you to stay at? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Without incurring additional rental expenses? 

A. I don't know what it cost the government 
additionally, but they already had a lease on it. 

Q. That is what I mean. 

A. Yes. 

Q. And it is in that home that you remained until 
after 1, 1986? 

A. No, I actually left there before that time. I 
think our round ended in March, early March I believe of 
1986. I had already sent in my resignation to the 
president effective April 1, so I worked out of an office 
in the State Department after I returned until April 1. 

Q. What was the reason you resigned? 

A. I wanted to get back in private life. And I had 

some frustrations with the bureaucracy, I would have to 
say. 
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Q. When you returned from that position, having 
resigned effective April 1, where did you live?

Q. And in Texas was there any particular place you 
stayed?

Q. That would take us then through the time that you 
separated from your wife; is that correct? 

A. No, that is after, the time. 

Q. When you returned? 

A. That is after the time. We separated before the 
fourth round in November. 

Q. It was during the course of your tour in Geneva 
that you were separated; is that correct? 

A. Yes, it was after we returned from the third 
round we separated. I went back and negotiated yet another 
round . 

Q. With that specter in mind, from 1977 through the 
period when you and your wife first went to Geneva and up 
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to the time where you thereafter separated, could you 
describe for me your lifestyle, not so much in the sense of 
your working at the office lifestyle but your lifestyle 
with your wife, where you went, what you did, how you 
enjoyed yourself, how you didn't enjoy yourself, friends 
that you may have — 

A. I would say we lived comfortably, but not 
extravagantly. Lilia is an extremely good manager. And we 
I guess attended the normal round of social events that you 
do when you are in public life. Some routine and boring, 
some very enjoyable. It is difficult to generalize about 
them . 

Q. With- respect to the things that you did in 
Washington and the people that you visited with and the 
places that you went, could you tell me a little bit about 
that?

marriage or things that were connected to public life? 

Either way,

A. Paul l^its^ regularly had receptions for 

delegations -we would usually go to, things of that sort. 
Usually connected with my job. 

Q. Did you attend receptions at various embassies? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were you invited to the White House? 

A. r don't recall a White House invitation during 
that period. 

Q. No, I am talking about the whole ten-year 
period. 

A. The whole ten-year period? 

Q. Yes, the whole period you and your wife were 
married? 

A. Oh, we might have done one or two state dinners, 

I don't recall. Not many, because you know the way they 
work at the White House, you are on a list, rotating list, 
and your name comes up every three or four years or 
something like that. 

Q. Did you attend — 
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A. More often probably we attended things that were 
held by the Secretary of Defense in honor of visiting 
defense ministers from a friendly country. That would be 
more likely. 

Q. Did you attend dinners or parties given by 
friends just because they were friends? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you were obviously invited simply because you 
were a friend and not because of what you might do for 
somebody? 

A. Well, in Washington you never know. You never 
know whether this person invited you because he loves you 
or because he wants to get in your britches. You know this 
town as well as I do. I assume that they were for friendly 
purposes. And we attended a number of social functions 
that I think were just friendly occasions, nobody ever 
asked me to do anything or intercede for them. 

Q. Were they enjoyable? 

A. Some were, some weren’t. 

Q. What would you consider to be the things that you 
did that particularly pleased you and your wife as a 
married couple? 
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1 A. I think again I would have to generalize and that 

2 is being with people we felt compatible with and people 

3 that we liked. Some of these social functions that are 

4 more or less official or semi official in nature, you don't

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Q. Insofar as Americans are concern, people who 
lived in Washington, D.C., did you have friends you 
particularly enjoyed being with? I am sure you had many, 
but I am trying to think of some in particular you spent 
time with which you would not otherwise have been required 
to do? 

A. Oh, that is hard to say. Trying to draw a list 
of friends is a difficult proposition. Some of them are 
good friends, some of them are good acquaintances, if you 
can appreciate the distinction. 

Q. Yes. Did you attend any events of a 
non-political or governmental nature, for instance the i 

ballet, opera, theater? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What did you and your wife do in that nature? 

A. Usually we were able to get access to the 
presidential box at the Kennedy Center. 

Q. And you and your wife enjoyed seeing what there? 

A. Ballet, primarily ballet. 

Q. You and your wife both enjoyed that? 

A. I think we might have seen a musical or two. I 
can’t remember everything, but ballet in particular. And I 
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think* Mrs. Tower was particularly fond of ballet, and so am 
I, so we usually tried to avail ourselves to the 
opportunity to see ballet, there. 

Q. Did you do more routine things, like did you 
attend any lectures, book clubs, anything such as that? 

A. Not much. 

Q . Okay . 

A. I participated in things of that sort, seminars 
and did some lecturing. 

Q. Did you have occasion to travel out of town for 
the purpose for business/pleasure purposes or business 
purposes where you could engage in things that were in 
addition some pleasure to you, or stay over with friends or 
to attend the theater during the course of these years? 

A. I don't recall attending the theater any place 
outside of Washington during that period. That is not to 
say we didn't. ' We may have. I just can't recall any 
specific instances. But there might have been occasions 
where we did attend. Oh, I think we attended the theater 
once in Dallas, maybe, the Dallas Theater Center. But I 
don't remember really anything outside of town. Usually 
when I went any place besides Texas it was to deliver an 
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address, for which I usually got an honorarium of $2,000 
which was the limit in the Senate at the time.

A. Yes. 

Q. Principal secretaries or secretarial staffs? 

A. No, they were clerical staff serving largely the 
staff director there or serving particular functions. It 
was kind of hard to distinguish sometimes between clerical 
and professional because sometimes clerical people might 
handle a specific type of job, like some case work. 

Q. Anyone else that you can recall who served in 
your Senate office in Texas? 

A. Well, in Austin, my employee of longest standing 
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I guess was a woman by the name of | | who 

probably handled public works and that sort of thing to a 
greater extent than she did clerical work. Some of my 
people start out as clerical people and then move into a 
more professional category. 

Q. Did you have an office in Dallas? 


A. Yes,

Q. And she came with you when you left? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where did she work after you left the Senate? 

A. She and both worked in my office on 

11th Street for that brief period of time. Then I got them 
on with the State Department so that they served me on the 
act ivej payroll I think, Arms Control Agency, until I went 
back to private life and then | "the only one I 

retained. 

Q. I would like now to go into your employment. 

Let|s go first while you were in the Senate. Let's take 
the last five years or so, 1980 to 1985. 

A. Yes. 

Q. When I say employment, I mean employment, your 
official duties and whatever else you did that generated 
income for you? 

A. All right, in addition to my salary, I derived 
income from honoraria. 

Q. How long was it limited to $2,000? 
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A. Oh, it has been limited to $2,000 — I think at 
one time it was even a thousand, I don't remember. But it 
has been the two thousand, limit for a long time. 

Q . Okay . 

A. And I think there is an annual limit, or was one 
then of 25,000 a year, something like that that you could 
earn. 

Q. What was your Senate salary in the latter years? 

A. I think 73.5. I am not sure. I can't swear to 
that. I wi'll have to give you it, but that is an 
approximation . 

Q. Was there anything else from which you could 
derive funds? 

A. Yes, I had what is called a blow out preventer, 
which is a piece of equipment on an offshore rig which I 
borrowed the money to buy, and the purchase was leveraged 
on a lease contract I had with the operator of the rig from 
which after payment on my note I derived an income of 
approximately $600 a month. 

Q. You say $600 a month? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Anything else? This is up to the time that you 
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left the Senate now. ' 

A. Yes. 

Q. Any other sources of income? 

A. No. 

Q. I believe — 

A. I have no assets. I mean no income-bearing 
assets , income-producing assets . 

Q. When you left the Senate, you told me that you 
were on two boards briefly. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Astrotech? 

A. In Pittsburgh, yes. And the Republic Bank or 
Republic of Texas Bank, holding company, in Dallas. And I 
was paid a director's fee on a per annum basis of $20,000 
for Astrotech and 15,000 for Republican] I think that the 
attendance fee for board meetings for Astrotech was a 
thousand dollars and for Republic it was 500. I think I 
made one board meeting each, maybe two Astrotech. Though I 
think only one. 

Q. Did you have to resign either of those 
positions — 

A. Resigned them both when I took on the 
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negotiator’s job. And I was permitted no honoraria income 
during that period, so my only additional outside income 
was from the blow out preyenter. 

Q. And you estimate that is about $600 a month? 

A . About , yes . 

Q. And when you assvimed the position of arms 
negotiator, that was a position of ambassadorial rank at 
the State Department, is that correct? 

A. Ambassadorial rank, this is a strange kind of 
hybrid thing. I had the rank of ambassador. I was on the 
State Department payroll, was supported by the Arms Control 
Disarmament Agency and reported to the president. That is 
about the best way I can sort that one out . 

Q. Well, payroll gets my attention. 

A. Yes. 

Q. You were on the State Department payroll. What 
did they pay you? 

A. I think that the salary was around 73.5, 
roughly. 

Q. About what you had been earning as Senator? 

A. About what I had been earning as Senator. 

Q. In addition did they provide for any of your 
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expenses? 


A. I have never recovered everything the State 
Department owes me in the way of per diem for TDY 
Washington and for a couple of air travel vouchers. It is 
lost somewhere in the bureaucracy over there. 

Q. When you say TDY Washington? 

A. Means temporary duty Washington. To use their 
terminology I was PCS, permanent change of station Geneva, 
meaning you are actually stationed in Geneva. So between 
rounds when we came back to Washington we were on temporary 
duty in Washington and I operated out of the seventh floor 
of the State Department. 

Q. And you were on per diem at that point? 

A. Yes. And sorry, I can't tell you how much it was 
supposed to have been, but I am out probably about five or 
six thousand bucks for that period, including the air 
vouchers. Maybe more than that. 

Q. When you say you are out, meaning you put a claim 
in for it and haven't been paid? 

A. That is correct. 


Q. But actually when you were coming back to 
Washington, that was home for you, not in the State 
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1 Department context but — 

2 A. I would have to say that Texas is always home for 

3 me even though I didn't have a residence. My residential 

4 home was Washington, yes. 

5 Q . But you were being paid a per diem by the State 

6 Department because they considered your station to be 

7 Geneva? 

8 A. And it is a certain amount they subtracted 

9 because we had a house to live in. So they subtract a 

10 certain amount from your per diem if you have a house in 

11 Washington. If you are out staying at a hotel or something 

12 like that, they compensate you more. So I think it would 

13 come down to maybe something like $25 or $30 a day when you 

14 have your own residence. 

15 Q. When you are in Geneva, do they pick up your 

16 expenses? 

17 A. They provided me with a house. They did not — 

18 but we paid for our own food. 

19 Q. They provided you with any maid or servants? 

20 A. Provided us with a maid. A part time handyman 

21 and a driver. And a bullet proof car. 

22 Q. Any other expenses that they paid for? 
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We had what we called representational funds for 
entertainment. The basic rule was that you had to have 
approximately 50 percent of your guests as non-Americans or 
in the case of Congressional, when Congressional types came 
through we could use representational funds to entertain 
them. For any private entertaining we did, that came out 
of our own pockets. 

Q. What funds were available for entertainment, 
representational funds? 

A. I think something like $4,000, around that, 
lasting for eight weeks or so, roughly. I don't think I 
ever used up all my representational funds because, oh, 
things like wine and liquor could be acquired in the 
commissary for a very low price. So it was about adequate, 
I think. 

Q . What was your — 

A. But that also covered my subordinates 
entertaining their counterparts. For example, if General 
Aldridge, who was the JCS rep on my delegation, wanted to 
entertain General [star Dubof£[ in the Russian delegation he 
would have access to those funds as well . 

Q. What was your arrangement with Astrotech in 





1 I Pittsburgh? What were you to provide them? 


I was to be a consultant as well as a board 


3 member . 


Q. What were you consulting on? 

A. Consulting on matters that the company had an 
Interest, for example ,|^er^ were in those days ^ervice^ 
satellites that went aboard the shuttle. And they had some 
other interests at that time. I made one trip to England 
for them with the president of the company which was to try 
to interest' some English people in financing for a 
particular project. I think to go beyond that would be 
proprietary information. 

Q. Well, how did you come to be employed by 
Astrotech? 


who is 


is an old friend and 


associate. I am still on their board, but I think the 
company is verging on bankruptcy now. 

Q. Are they still — 

A. Well, I don't think that is relevant. 

Q. Are they still paying you? 

A. They haven't in a long time. 

Q. But you are still there for $20,000? 
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A. They owe me ’ approximately $30,000. 

Q. What was the compensation, $20,000 a year or when 
you returned — 

A. $20,000 a year for the board membership. 

Q. And how about your consultancy? 

A. That was 25,000 a year. 

Q. Well, let's go back for a moment, so we have a 
before and after Geneva. 

A. Okay, I came back on the Astrotech board when I 
came back. 

Q. I understand. Let's deal first with the period 
before you went to Geneva for that short period of time. 

Did you have a consultancy then also? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was that a flat sum that you were to receive? 

A. It was $25,000 a year, which would be the minimum 
they would pay me on a basis of a thousand dollars a day 
for activities on behalf of the company. I took one trip

last Slimmer on behalf of the company. 

Q. That was after — 

A. For which I was to be compensated at the rate of 
a thousand dollars a day plus travel expenses. I think you

Q. Why do you say it wasn't? 

A. Because I do far better than that in my 
consultancy arrangements with others, which I think you are 
already apprised of. 

Q. What would you consider to be a good 
consul t ancy ? 

A. r think a hundred thousand is reasonable. 

Q. For the year? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is it sort of like a retainer basis? 

A. It is a retainer basis. 

Q . Does that contemplate so many hours or days? 

A. Usually they state it arbitrarily in days but it 
might be a part of one day, or three days running, might be 
only a phone call one day or you do nothing for days. They 
usually calculate it is 30 days worth of time. 

Q. For a hundred thousand? 

A. For a hundred thousand. 

Q. And if you began to run over that, they would 
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compensate you for the additional, time? 

A. Not necessarily. We didn't really keep track of 
days or times since I was. on a flat retainer. 

Q. Well, if you were at some place for an extended 
period? 

A. For example, I took a trip for LTV to the Middle 
East, Turkey as a matter of fact. And with one of their 
sales reps. And I didn't charge them a per diem or 
anything like that. They paid my expenses, but that was 
considered to be a part of my dedication of time to the 
company . 

Q. For which the retainer with LTV was what? 

A. Retainer with LTV is 96,000. It is $8,000 a 

month . 

Q. Let me go back and take these sort of one at a 
time. Astrotech in Pittsburgh, your arrangement with them 
before you went to Geneva was the same arrangement you 
picked up again when you returned? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And which goes on to this day though they owe you 
about $29,000 or $30,000. 

A. Yes. 
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Q. You say also that you had an arrangement with the 
Republic Bank? 

A. I did not resume that. I did not go back on the 
Republic board. 

Q. Did they pay you in 1985. the $15,000? 

A. No, they paid me a portion of it. I guess for 
something like two months. 

Q. Prorated? 

A. For whatever the time was between my departure 
from the Senate and the tima I was confirmed by the Senate, 
my ambassadorial job, they paid me proportionately for that 


time . 


Q. What was the reason you did not go back on the 


board? 


A. Of Republic? 


Q . Yes , 


A. I was not invited to. And I am a little relieved 
I wasn ' t , because a bank board is not a good thing to be on 
in Texas right now. 

Q. What was your financial situation when you left 
the Senate until the time that you assumed — well, that is 
a very brief period of time. 
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A. I think I was debt free and had a small amount in 
the bank. 

Q. This would have been in the end of 1985? 

A. The beginning of 1985. I had a small amount in 
the bank. I was current on my debts. I had made some 
money from honoraria and then the money that I was getting 
off the blow out preventer. 

Q . And — 

A . I can't tell you how much at this point. 

Q. Your situation when you assumed your post in 
Geneva, your financial situation in the early part of 
1985? 

A. It would be the same as when I left — maybe 
slightly improved. But not much. I got enough out of 
Astrotech and Republic Bank, maybe one speaking engagement 
or something like that to pay my rent on 11th Street and 
pay my staff. And that is about it. I about broke even, 
maybe came out a little bit ahead on that. 

Q. What was your financial situation up until the 
time you left your post in Geneva and the State 
Department? 

A. I had — I think I was debt free most -of the time 
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and had some money in the bank. One thing that I could do 
if I needed a little additional money was to defer a 
payment on my blow out preventer. 

Q. Was that cash drain as opposed to — 

A. I -would just defer payment, pay the interest for 
that month and the bank permitted me to defer payment. 

Q. Were you receiving any income on the blow out 
preventer? 

A. Yes, I paid about — I think 3,200 was my lease 
arrangement'. I paid about 2,600 on my note. 

Q . A month? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And you were receiving 32? 

A. About 32. I am giving you approximate figures 
now. Not precise. 

Q. I see. 

So when did your prospects change, if at all, 
prior to I think we are talking when you left Geneva would 
have been about March or April? April 1 you resigned? 

A, April 1. I did not go on anyone's retainer, 
payroll, until April 1 because I was officially still —

21 basis, I thought I was marketable as a consultant. 

22 Q. Your income actually did not — or did it — 
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increase prior to the time that you left on April 1, 1986? 

A. No, my income increased after that. 

Q. Only after that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you negotiate for any consultancies for which 
you did not receive an of.fer? 

A. No. 

Q. Can you tell me all of the people for whom — 

A. They came to me* 

Q. Can you give me the names of the people with the 
companies or their representatives? 

A. All right, LTV.

services in the form of consultancy were you expected to 
perform for that amount? 

A. Oh, about 30 days, roughjy. 

Q. And this also was plus your expenses? 

A. Only unusual travel expenses. For example, they 
sTimmoned me out to their plant in California., they would 
pay my air fare and hotel bill. 

Q. But not to Pittsburgh? 


A. Or Pittsburgh, perhaps. But really they just 
have corporate headquarters in Pittsburgh, Their big 
activity is in California. 


Q. What is it that — 

A. But long distance calls, taking somebody to 
lunch, that sort of thing I would absorb myself. 

Q. Have you had any discussion with them as to 
whether they are going to renew that? 

A. I have not directly. They have talked to my 
lawyer in Dallas. It is unlikely that the contract would 
be renewed under the present terms and conditions .

A. We are talking about a multi billion dollar 
program. You consider not only the deployed elements but 
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1 the spares, training systems, all that. 

2 Q. They are seeking an additional 50, you say, at 

3 the moment? 

4 A. The Defense Department is. 

5 Q. And Rockwell would of course like to sell them as 

6 many as they could? 

7 A. Well, I guess you would say that anybody that 

8 sells anything to the government would like to sell as much 

9 as they could. That is a pretty good generalization of why 
.0 people are 'in the arms business in the first place. 

.1 Q. Are they the — 

A. I would not advise the government to buy more 
than a hundred of them if I were — 

Q. They are the prime contractor? 

A. Prime. 

Q. On the MX?

Q. And is that regardless of the launching system 
that is decided upon?

Q. Who else do you have any financial arrangements 
with, for a consultancy or otherwise? 

A. One I recently signed on with is Hicks and 
Associates. They are a consulting firm that have retained 
me as a consultant. 

Q. What is their business? 

A. Mostly it is strategic planning for producers of 
defense materiel.

Q. And what is your financial arrangements with 

them? 

A. A hundred thousand dollars a year. 

Q. And you say there is an agreement?

A. Begins — it was backdated to May 15. 

Q. Plus expenses? • 

A. Plus reasonable expenses. 

Q. And considering that they are a consultancy, do 

they charge out your time? 

A. What? 

Q. Do they charge out' your time? 

A. Again, it is an approximate proximate 30 days 
type thing. I am on call, any time they call me I should 
respond. If they call me every day for 45 days, it doesn't 
matter . 

Q. Are they retained by the Department of Defense* — 

A. They are not. They are retained largely by 
private contractors. 

Q. I understand, thank you. 

Plus whatever reasonable expenses are incurred, 
are you entitled to be reimbursed for those? 

A. Yes. 
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Q. Where are their headquarters? 

A. Washington. LTV by the way it headquartered in 
Dallas. You didn't ask that question. Though I have been 
advised not to volunteer information, I do anyway. 

Q. Mrs. Tower didn't follow that advice either. 

A. Mrs. Tower used to giye me that advice. 

Q. She didn't follow it.

Q. Is there an agreement? 

A. Yes, there is. 


Q. How much have you received already? 

A. The way the publishers do this, I have been given 
an advance of 125,000, however they pay you a portion of 
that when you sign the contract, another portion of it is 
paid when you deliver an acceptable manuscript, and the 
remainder of it is paid when the book is actually published 
and distributed. And my front end payment was around 
53,000. 

Q. So that is the first one. 
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A. Yes. And I just put that in the bank, I will not 
touch it until I produce the manuscript because I would be 
obliged to give this back, for any reason I can*t produce. 

Q. The advance is against what? 

A. Against royalties. 

Q . How much? 

A. The royalties will run around 2j60 a book and once 
they recover what they paid for me, then I will receive a 
royalty — now, subtracted from that 2.60 will be what my 
agent gets,' my agent gets 15 percent. And I am retaining a 
writer who will get a percentage and I don’t have that 

12 figure right now. I will get about half of it. 

13 Q. Half of. the royalties over — is the advance 

14 against total royalties or is the advance a minimum in

Q. And then on your return here. 


started 


to work for you? 


A. I [ went on my personal payroll. 

Q. Or returned to your personal payroll? 


Yes. 


Q. With respect to 


her situation 


then? 

A. She worked for me pro bono for part of the time, 
was paid by the Tower Senate Club part of the time while I 
was in Geneva . 

Q. Let's stop for a second. As of January 3, 1985, 
she was working for you after you were no longer a Senator, 
she worked for you pro bono and for the Tower Senate Club? 
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A. No. The Tower Senate Club and I shared the cost 
of the three staff members. See, I was still in the 
process of closing down my Senate operation and still had a 
great deal of correspondence, had the frank'"^]^ivilege for 
60 days . 

Q. Who would have been the three? 

A.

Q. Then so how long were they still — were they 
there for the 60 day period? 

A. I am sorry? 

Q. How long did they still share between you and the 
Tower Senate Club, the three of. them? 

A. Only for that brief period of time, 
eventually went pro bono. 

Q. So the Tower Senate Club — they went off the 
Tower Senate Club after that brief period of time,| [went 
to State, 


went to State, 


what, remained just 


on your private — 

A. In Dallas. 

Q. On your private — 

A. And for the better part of that period in Geneva 
she was pro bono . 
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Q. 


And she was pro bono for you? 
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Q. When did you decide that you were not going to 
run for a new term? 

A. I made my final . decision in, oh, late July/early 
August of 1983 and announced it on I believe it was August 
22 of 1983. 22 or 23, I am sorry, I can't remember with 

absolute certainty. Possibly even the 21st, but I think it 
was on Tuesday, the 22nd. 

Q. When had you thought that you wouldn't run? 

A. Oh, I had given some thought to it for several 

weeks beforehand. I finally made the decision. 

Q. Would it have been as early as — would you have 
decided as early as January 1983? 

A. No, I don't think I would have finally decided — 
matter of fact I had sort of come around to the idea of 
going ahead and running again after I had given some 
consideration to gating out. Then I decided, well, I would 
go ahead and give it another term and then I finally said 
no, I am going to pack it in. 

One of those things you can't pinpoint in time, 
you know. It was kind of a decisionmaking process that 
goes on in your mind for sometime and that you can't be 
terribly precise about. 
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Q. Is there any particular event you could tie it 

to? 

A. No. 

Q. Once you decided in July or August of 1983 that 
you were not going to seek another, term, what happened to 
all the money? 

A. Well — 

Q . To be more fair with you, let me just see here. 

To be perfectly fair there was — I will show you a 

document we will have marked as Exhibit 1. 

(Exhibit No. 1 Marked 
For Identification) . 

BY I 

Q. If you look under that first page, that cover 
letter there, I think there is a document that you are more 
familiar with than I am, but I think it may reflect that 
about that time you had about a million and a half dollars 
in there? 

A. Well, that was 1983 and you asked me about 1984. 

Q. Well, sorry. At or about the time you had 

announced, though; is that correct? 

A. Yes, about a million and a half. Ball park. 
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Q. Million and a half at the time, the end of June I 
guess it was, of 1983? 

A. Yes. When I made my decision, we wrote to all 
that had contributed that year and asked if they would like 
their money back. 

Q. All who had contributed that year? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You mean in 1983? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long had the contributions, though, really 
been received for your Senate Club? 

A. Oh, all through the period from my reelection in 
1978 through that period of time. 

Q. So what was the basis for deciding that you would 
just write to the people who had contributed the first half 
of the year? 

A. I think because a lot of the money had already 
been disbursed for political purposes and I am not sure we 
could clearly identify — I don't remember what all the 
reasons were, but the decision was made to — I believe it 
was all those contributing in 1983 maybe back through a 
portion of 1982, but no longer than a year preceding. 
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Q. I think that the contributions for that period 
preceding July 1 — 

A. There had been a big dinner in April of that year 
and I think those are the contributors we addressed. 

Q. But it is fair. to say, though, that as of — that 

the total sum of $1,514,000 reflected contributions in 
excess of what had been made during the prior six months? 

A. I am sorry, would you repeat that? 

Q. In other words, assuming that there is $1,514,000 
in July 1, '1983, that was an amount far in excess of what 
you had contributed to the fund — 

A. Oh, yes. 

Q. — during the prior six-month period? 

A. Yes. Wait a minute, now I am not certain I know 
what you mean by in excess . 

Q. Well, there was a million and a half dollars in 
the fund? . 

A . Yes . 

Q. That had been contributed over a period of time? 

A. Yes. Over a period of time including — 

Q. Longer than just six months before. 

A. Yes. 
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Q. That is all ' I am saying? 

A. Correct. 

Q. But the decision was made nevertheless to write 
to certain contributors? 

A. Yes, those that had supported the dinner in 
April. And some others that had contributed during that 
period. 

Q. Was there a reason for picking that dinner as an 
event around which to send out notices of your decision to 
not seek reelection and at the same time offer to refund 
their money? 

A. It just seemed to be fair and reasonable at the 
time. I believe we might have gotten a few letters from 
others that contributed earlier who asked for their money 
back and we honored that , we didn ' t turn anybody down who 
asked for their money back regardless of when they 
contributed, but those are the only ones we circularized. 

Q. Let me ask you with respect to the money that 
remained after those who had requested a refund, which is 
noted in here; what happened with the money that was left, 
which seems to be, approximately any way as of the end of 
the reporting period December 31, 1983, I think 
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$1,170,000? 

A. Yes. In other words, what happened to the 
difference? 


Q. Yes. And .that is essentially a million dollars 
there at the end of 1983? 


A. Some of that was returned. Are you talking about 
the difference between 1,170,000 and 1,524,000? 

Q . Yes . 

A. Some of that was money returned. 

Q. Well, it wouldn't have been. I think that money 
that was returned would have been an expenditure out of 
that period of time. So to have been returned subsequently 
to that? 


A. Some went to repay the senatorial campaign 
committee here in Washington for money that they had 
expended in my behalf. 

Q. That would be reflected in the financial 
statement? 


A. Yes. And this is, what, December 31 here? 


20 Q. Yes. 

21 A. And I may have already by that time made some 

22 individual contributions out of it to candidates. 
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Particularly Republican inctunbents . 

Q. Any other — 

A. I am doing this. from memory and I will not attest 
as to the accuracy of my memory on all this. 

Q. I want to be fair with you. I am trying to ask 
in your mind what else would it be appropriate for, what 
did you use it for? You say you gave it back to the Senate 
campaign? 

A. Some went back to the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee. 

Q. Did that go back to reimburse them? 

A. To partially reimburse them. I don't think we 
fully reimbursed them but partially reimbursed them for 
money spent on my behalf. 

Q. You say some money to other campaigns? 


of the Republic 



Senate campaign committee at the time. 

Q. What other expenditures were made which you felt 
were appropriate? 

A. I made various public appearances around the 
state, it was typical that money came out of the fund. If 
I addressed the North Texas Council of Boy Scouts of 
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America, I always paid for it out of that fund, or 


addressed small civic groups in small towns, it was borne 
out of that fund. I still was a very active politician in 
my state and this was legitimate expenditures. 

Q. Well, when you. review some of the expenditures - 
I mean this fund went on actually right up to the end of 
1986; is that correct? 

A. Yes. As a matter of fact it is still there with 
a little money in it in case we get an audit. 

Q. In case you get what? 

A. I have ordered — asked that it be closed down, 
but I think that the fellow who is operating that fund 
wants to retain some in case there is an audit of it for a 
reasonable period of time. I would have to get details on 
that, that is something pretty well 

watches . 

Q. Would it have been appropriate for you to have 
used any of these — let me say first of all would it have 
been lawful for you to have used any of these funds for 


personal reasons? 

A. In my view, it would not be. 

I I Let’s mark this.

Q. Senator Tower, I am going to refer to Exhibit 2. 
There is a lot of it here.

Q. Exhibit 2, then, represents what you provided us 
and what I believe probably is an accurate copy of the 
filings. 

A. They came straight from the FEC. 

Q. In the period January 1, 1985, through June 30, 
1985, it appears about $970,000 was expended by the Tower 
Senate Club. 

A. Yes. That would be expended in that timeframe 
January 1 to June 30. Okay. 
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Q . Yes 


A. All right. 


Q. Sorry there is only one copy. I need it back. 
A. All right. 

Q. Can you tell me what Roth and Mosle in Austin, 


Texas, is? 


A. Roth and what? 


Q. MOSLE? 




A. Roth and Mosle. They are a securities firm. 

Q. They were making a contribution to your fund 

after you had announced that you were not going to run? In 
fact I don't even think you were in office? 

A. Well, I was in office for three days in that 
timeframe. Oh, this money was invested, placed — it was 
maybe a money market mutual or something like that, so that 
it would make income rather than just have it stand idle. 

We invested so it would make income, on which we had to pay 


taxes 


Are you saying that you took money out — 
No, I didn’t. 

The funds took money out? 


No , no . 
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Q. It seems to be a receipt by the fund of certain 
monies? 

A. Well, I didn't manage the fund but if you notice, 
dividends on cash fund is what this is for from Roth and 
Mosle. That is not a contribution, that is a payment of 
interest . 

Q. By whom? 

A. By Roth and Mosle. That is the way I understand 

it. 

Q. To? 

A. To the Tower Senate Club. 

Q. How much are we talking about there? 

A. Looks like a total for the period, aggregate of 
the year to that point was $10,330.44. 

Q. Are you saying that is your money earning 
interest? 

A. It is not my money, it is the Tower Senate Club 
money and that goes right back into the fund. 

Q. You are saying that the Tower Senate Club put 
money into that account and it earned interest? 

A. That is right, and that was typical. As a matter 
of fact that is done with campaign funds generally, when 
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1 they are not being used they are invested and you pay taxes 

2 on the income. But you also get a little additional 

3 income . 

4 Q. In January 1985, American Airlines was paid a 

5 couple thousand dollars and it is entitled air fare. Do 

6 you know what that was for? 

X 

7 A. Probably for my travel back and forth between 

8 Austin and Washington. 

9 Q. But do you know why you were traveling back and 

10 forth? 

11 A. I was still in the Senate at the time and once 

12 the chairman of the Reagan campaign in Texas, so I tended 

13 to travel back and forth between Austin and Washington. 

14 Q. But I mean this was after you were no longer — 

15 this is January 1, 1985? 

16 A. I know, but it was probably payment of an autumn 

17 bill. What was the date of the payment? 

18 Q. Well, disbursement for this period. It says 

19 date, month, year, 1-9, 1-18, 2-19, so I think it would 

20 have been afterwards, if that is the date it was incurred 

21 or the date it was paid, I am not sure. 

22 A. I don't know, I would have to find out. It may 
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be that I traveled down to the Texas State Republican 
Executive Committee meeting to give a report on the 
campaign or something of that sort and it was charged 
against the Tower Senate Club. That is quite possible. 

Q. On January 29 you paid $4,700 to the\Driscoll] j] 
Austin, Texas? 

A. Driscoll Hotel, and that was probably my 
accumulated bill for the period in which I was campaign 
chairman. 


Q. Then you paid 


for contract labor 


A. That is right. Because they were still handling 
political mail and also working, on the assembling of my 
papers and books which I donated to Southwestern 
University. 

Q. Did you get a contribution for that? 

A. I used money out of the Tower Senate Club to help 
pay for that. As a matter of fact, made a contribution to 
that fund from the Tower Senate Club. 

Q. Did you take a charitable deduction for those? 

A. No, I don’t take a charitable deduction for it 
because it didn't come out of my pocket, but it is one of 
those things for which such monies can be spent. 
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Q. I am saying in addition to the money that you 
contributed did you take a deduction for the contribution 
of your papers? 

A. No, I couldn't because I have never taken a 
contribution for the papers or the. library. 

Q. In March 1 there is a payment to Green Hoot of 
$4,000. 

A. To what? 

Q. Green Hoot, Inc., 1019^19th Street, office space, 
$4,000? 

A. That was the office space that the Tower Senate 
Club occupied.

I can*t describe the time period. But I can provide that 
for the record. 

Q. She is being paid now by — 

A. That is right, she was paid by the Tower Senate 
Club for a period of time. 

Q. It seems like she is paid up through certainly 
June of 198‘5, is that possible? 

A. I think it is quite possible she was. 

Q. What was Victory '84? 

A. Victory '84 was an organization formed under the 
sponsorship of the Republican party of Texas to finance 
volunteer intensive efforts for the party ticket, which is 
by law. As you know, you don't contribute to a 
presidential candidate directly. 

Q. Was this for the presidential campaign? 

A. It was for the whole Republican ticket. It has 
to be for the ticket, you see, because you can't make a 
direct contribution, but the law permits the party to fund 
what are called volunteei^^ intensive efforts and you can 
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raise money for that purpose; even though Reagan is the 
beneficiary, other Republican candidates are beneficiaries 
at well. A great deal of money out of the fund went for 
voter registration and voter turn out and these are all 
volunteered intensive efforts. 

Q. What was the John 6. Tower Special? Is that a 
fund that you had? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Or an account that you had? 

A. John G. Tower Special? I am sorry, I don't 
recognize it. ^ 

Q. Alpha Aviation, is that a private — 

A. Charter service. Air charter service. 

Q. In the end of the year, November 27, 1985, which 
is the time at or about you and your wife separated, if I 
recall, at least initially, there is a payment there of 
$1,500. Do you know what that was for? Just says air 
fare . 

A. I can't tell you precisely what it was for. It 
probably had to do with public appearances. 

Q. In July and August — 

A. Because I didn't use the charter service unless I 
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had to make public appearances, limited timeframe, airports 
not well served by commercial airlines, that kind of thing.

A. Managing the fund. He is the one that invested 
it, had to 'pay the clerical help to manage it, paid an 
accountant I think to keep track of it. 

Q. Well, in the last half of 1986, it appears that 
he was paid about $25,000 and I don't think that there was 
too much to manage at that point because I think it only 
had $56,000 in it. Correct me if I am wrong.

A. He is an independent oil operator and has some 
other business interests. 

Q. In 1986 was he hurting financially? 

A . I don ' t know . 

Q. Was he a friend of yours? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were you trying to help him? 

.A. No, he managed the fund, I did not manage it. 

Q. Well, didn't you have any oversight as to how 
this money was spent? 

A. All I did was from time to time asked that 
certain expenditures be paid out of it. And he made the 
decision whether or not they would be paid. 

Q. Did you review — 

A^ In some instances he felt that it shouldn't be 
paid. It was my impression he was consulting an accountant 
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who deals professionally with political funds. 

Q. Did you review these payments? 

A. I did not. 

Q. Is it fair to say, and I want to try to be fair, 
that it appears that from time to time your travels in 
Texas — r your activities there, your meals, your lodgings, 
your travel expense, accounting expense, bookkeeping 
expense, office expense, the expense of your presence in 
Texas to the extent that you were there, was subsidized in 
some part by this fund that had been set up for you as a 
Senator? 

A. It should not have been subsidized unless I was 
engaged in some kind of political work or addressing civic 
functions, things of that sort that were non-political. 
Like, for example, the Dallas Council on World Affairs or 
something of that sort. 

Q. But it enabled you to do these things that 
otherwise as a private individual you would have had to pay 
for? 

A. Either that or charge an honorarium or ask for 
expenses . I would probably not had done them had I had to 
pay for them out of my own pocket. 
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Q. Did you have any other source — 

A. Although I did pay some political expenses out of 
my own pocket and never claimed reimbursement for them. 

Q. Did you have any other campaign fund or account 
other than the Tower Senate Club? 

A. That is it. 

Q. There was nothing like Texald f or Tower or 


anything like that? 


A. Texap] for Tower was sort of a campaign 


organization, it was not a fund as such. I think that my 
campaign organization was called Texans for Tower, but the 
financial arm of it was the Tower Senate Club. 

Q. Were the Texans for Tower required to file 
anything with the federal or state government? 

A. No, because their activities would have been 
funded out of the Tower Senate Club and they are required 

17 to file with the FEC. 

18 Q. But in all of this there is never a disbursement 

19 to Texans for Tower as such? 


A. There might not have been. 

Q. You mean just the individuals? 

A. Texans for Tower is just like you get up a big 
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letterhead committee and you call them something, you call 
them Texans for Tower. We did the same things for Reagan, 
we had Texans for Reagan. 

Q. Lawyers for Civil Rights? 

A. Yes, it can be. anything like that. We might have 
had insurance men for Tower, or real estate operators for 
Tower. You know, you create all sorts of coinmittees of 
this sort that are ordinarily funded out of your campaign 
funds . 

Q. Other than — 

A. Had there been any such funds, I would have been 
required to file with the FEC, but there wasn't. 

Q. Well, I only know what you have produced and I am 
just trying to find out if there may have been some other 
filings we have not received. 

Other than the condominium which you have 
purchased this year, do you own any real property? 

A. I own none. 

Q. Pardon? Did you say none? 

A. None. 

Q. Do you have any interest in real property other 
than your condominium?

Q. Does that include the home in which your wife is 
living and which is titled in her sole name? 

Objection to that, it calls for a 
lega.l conclusion which I don't think my client is in a

Q. Are you saying now that you don't wish to abide 
by the agreement you had with your wife even though it was 
oral? 

A. That is not what I said. 

Q. I am saying is it your position now, having been 
advised by counsel — 

A. It is my position now that I don't want to 
relinquisl%c^ at this moment any legal claims that I may 
have . 

Q. Well, do you wish to — 

A. That this is a matter of negotiation. 

Q. Do you wish to abide by and be bound by the 
agreement, albeit oral, that you had with your wife? 

Are you asking unilaterally bound or 
on the basis of a bilateral commitment? 

The agreement is the agreement . I 
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assume it was entered into by two parties and it related — 


I am not talking about an agreement with respect to a 
settlement of the dispute over that arising out of the 
marriage, I am talking about an agreement entered into by 
these people before there was any dispute. 

I think Senator Tower made it clear 
on the record that he intended to be bound by the agreement 
that was made between the parties prior to the marriage, 
but that — 

I xmderstand that, but does he 
intend to be bound by it now. 

I I think he made it clear to the 
extent the agreement were to be adhered to by Mrs. Tower he 
would be happy to adhere to the agreement. He has been put 
in this situation as a result of Mrs. Tower's election not 
to be bound by the agreement. 

I don't think he — I am not going 

to argue that with you. I don't even know what that 
means . 

You and your wife entered into an agreement, 
Senator, that you say was oral, which you have recited on 
numerous occasions in writing to the appropriate 
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authorities who have inquired as to your assets. 
THE WITNESS: That is correct.

Q. You set forth what your agreement was with your 

wife? 

A. That is right. 

Q. I am simply asking you whether or not you wish to 
be bound by that agreement with your wife or not? 

Again , [~ | I- think he already made 

it clear that he is willing to be bound by the agreement 
provided that Mrs. Tower will be bounds by the agreement. 

I She has never questioned — 

He retains his legal rights . 

I don't know what you are talking 
about . She has never questioned that agreement . She has 
never denied the validity of that agreement. She never 
sought to operate anything under that agreement. What are 
you talking about? 

I I Unless I am misunderstanding the 

agreement, the agreement between the parties was that each 
would go into the marriage with their separate property and 
go out of the marriage with their separate property. And 
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• • 

we now have a situation which substantial amounts of money 
are being demanded in the way of support or alimony by Mrs. 
Tower . 

The agreement is quite clear as to 

what it means . The agreement deals with whether or not the 
Senator was at any time making any claim against her 
property. That is what the agreement says. 

Do you have a copy of the agreement 

written out? 

Yes. 

I haven't seen it. 

Well, you provided it to me on 

several occasions. 

I don't know that is the entire 

agreement. We are talking about an oral agreement. 

I You know, now I begin to understand 

what laymen are talking about when they say the situation 
was perfectly clear until lawyers became involved. 

I am not going to argue that 

with you. The point is — 

I have asked him a very simple 

question. He is not an unintelligent man. 
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I I No question about that. 

He understands the question. The 
fact that it may pose a problem or dilemma for him is 
something else again, but my question is quite simple. 

There was an agreement between you and your wife, 
is that correct, with respect to her property? Is that 


right' 


(Witness nods head) 


Q . Yes? 


A. Yes 


Q. It was oral, you say? 


A. Yes. 


Q. It was recited by you repeatedly on those 
occasions when you were required to file? 

A. I assumed that would include my income as well. 
And Mrs. Tower said to me around the time of our separation 
that the amount that I was paying her and have continued to 
pay her, not under court order but voluntarily, was fair 
and all she could ask for since I would no longer be living 
under the roof and using the utilities and' eating food and 
that sort of thing. And I proceeded on the assumption that 
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# 

that is the way we would leave the matter, and whether 
under order or not, I am prepared to contribute to Mrs. 
Tower’s support. 

Q. I am not suggesting — 

A. But I can't mortgage my future. 

Q. Wait a second. I am not suggesting that you are 
not willing to contribute to her support. And I think if 
you want to discuss this briefly, that the claim which your 
attorneys made on your behalf for you to have an interest 
in 20 Kalorama probably did more to preclude a reasonable 
settlement of this case than anything that has been done 
during the last year, including, your condominium to the 
extent, if at all, that that is involved. Okay? 

That claim by them on your behalf that you for 
the first time after ten years are suddenly asserting an 
interest in property which she clearly has said you both 
considered to be hers and treated it as hers over and over 
and over again, has done more to set these negotiations and 
this lawsuit back than anything else, and like people of 
principal it was a matter of principle and I don't want to 
get into this because I don't think it is really pertinent 
to a decision by the Court. I have just a very simple 
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question. I want to know, and I am going to show you, is 
this your agreement and do you intend to abide by it? I s 
flabbergasted that your counsel has never seen it. 

I didn't say I have never seen it, 


Well, it has come in several 

different forms but I believe that the substance — let's 


mark this; 


(Exhibit No. 4 Marked 
For Identification) . 

Would you like to read this agreement 


into the record 




No, I am not going to read it into 


the record, it is marked as an exhibit. Show it to your 


client . 


with my client. 


I have just discussed this Exhibit 4 
and I would just like to state for 


the record that to the extent it evidences an oral 
agreement, that agreement says that, and I will quote, 
"Prior to marriage we entered into an agreement that her 
property," meaning Mrs. Tower's property, "prior to 
marriage and all income therefrom, would be held by her as 
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her sole and separate ■ estate, and that she would manage it 
and have exclusively control, use and benefit, if any, as 
well as exclusive burden and liability, if any, and it 
would ascend to her .heirs, devises or legatees and I will 
disclaim any interest whatsoever either under her will or 
under the laws of dissent and distribution." 

This agreement makes no mention whatsoever of 
property acquired during the marriage and I think you will 
agree that the Kalorama property was acquired during the 
marriage .

Q. Was that your agreement? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And I am now referring to Exhibit 4. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now, I want to go back to my question. 

Is it not fair to say that at all times during 
the course of your marriage to your wife, you did not 
consider that you had any Interest in, ownership interest 
in the 20 Kalorama Road home and that the first time that 
you asserted an interest in it was after you consulted with 
counsel?

4 Q. Is it also fair to say with respect to the 20

to Q. That although you put up a deposit initially in 

LI the form of a check, that check was returned to you at 
L2 settlement and the deposit money was provided by her in the

L5 contributed some to the settlement costs. And I was not 
l 6 reimbursed for that.

50 Q. Is it also fair to say that the $50,000 which you

52 was to pay you back upon her sale of the 34th Street house

A. I don't recall any such agreement. 

Q. Not an agreement, that that is what was to 
happen? 

A. I did not understand any such commitment. 

Q. And that she offered to pay that money back to 
you and you declined? 

A. I don't recall that. 

Q. And that she said that she thought that you 
should take that money and that it wasn't fair and you 
declined to do so? 

A. That is possible, but. I don't recall it. 

Q. She also offered — 

A. I don't say that it didn't happen, I say I do not 
recall it. 

Q. She also offered to write you a note because she 
understood and you understood that should she die that 
property together with her other property would have gone 
to her son and she felt that you should be reimbursed by 
him for the $50,000? 

A. It was my understanding that she directed her son 
to reimburse me should she precede me in death. 
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Q. Right, 


That I do understand. 


Q. But that you did not wish to accept the $50,000 


before then? 


A. I would say I don't recall what discussions took 
place on this, but it was something I wanted Lilia to 
have. 

Let me call your attention to the proposal we 
transmitted to you on the 17th of December, in which I 
expressed my will to relinquished any claims at all against 
anything of Lilia's and to pay her 2,430, whatever the 
amount is, half of the mortgage ^nj 1800 , plus survivorship 
in my pension which costs me about 4 to 5,000 a year, plus 
her health insurance premiums. So that demonstrated my 
willingness to relinquisl^d] any claim that I might have. 

Q. Well, in fact — 

A. And I was going on the basis of what Mrs. Tower 
had said to me earlier, that she didn't wish to assert any 
claims on me beyond that 2,400. 

Q. Just so that we can completely understand this 
negotiations to the extent it helps resolvfe this lawsuit at 
all, and I doubt that it does, but is it not fair to say 
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that during those discussions with your wife she said what 
about the taxes, "If I have to pay taxes on that then I 
will need money to pay taxes on it," and you said, "I have 
paid taxes on it all along, I will either continue to pay 
the taxes on it or give you the money to pay the taxes"? 

A. That is what I am doing right now, 1 am paying 
the tcLxes . 

Q. Exactly. But did you say that also? 

A. I don't recall having said anything to that 
effect, but the fact is that I am currently paying the 
taxes on the 2,400 plus that I send her monthly. 

Q. Did you tell her that, you would continue to do 
that? Or pay her the money to pay the taxes? 

A. I believe that in my proposal of December 17 I 
expressed that willingness. 

Q. But that was your understanding, was it not, in 
your discussions with her that she also addressed — 

A.. I am perfectly willing to do that now. 

Q. In addition, at the time — when was it that you 
made this offer to her first, not through your counsel, but 
you yourself? ^ 

A. I don’t know that there was ever a specific offer 
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Q. When did you say to her I will continue to 
support you in the manner that I have been doing, so I am 
not going to, make any claim against any of your property, I 
am going to provide for your health needs, I am going to do 
whatever else you said that you were going to do? When was 
that said? 

A. I don't know at what point in time. But I did 
say that I would do that. But that was before there came 
hack a proposal that for the rest of my life I would be 
required to pay $5,000 a month. 

Q. Well, let me ask you — 

I Let me interrupt for a minute. I 

don't think it is unhelpful for us to continue this 
discussion, but I don't know it is appropriate to continue 
on the record. I think we are inquiring into settlement 
negotiations and I don't think it is going to be part of 
any evidence in the case. I think it might be helpful for 
us to go off the record. 

I don't think it is helpful at all. 

The question arose because there came a time that asserted 
interests of Senator Tower in this home arose, and the 
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point of the matter is and the point that I wish to make is 


that Senator Tower never considered that he had an interest 
in that home, never wanted an interest -'in that home, never 
treated. it anything other than his wife’s property, and 
with all due respect to him, and to his credit, always 
wanted her to have it. The only time that any 
reimbursement or claim arose waS should she die Mrs. Tower 
said it is inappropriate for her son not to pay back that 
money which John advanced and which he had declined to 
take . 

That is the whole context , leave these people 
alone and you can probably solve the px’oblem? 

THE WITNESS: Can we go off the record? 

I Sure . 

(Discussion off the record) . 

(Thereupon, at 4:00 p.m. , the deposition was 
adjourned) .
